“We needed 
a shed, and it saved my husband from 
having to do it.” 

The project was exactly the type of hands- 
on learning with benefits beyond the limits 
of just building a shed.

“It’s 
important for students to learn the concept 
of making a contribution to the commu- 
nity.” 
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While browsing around this moming 
looking for an insurance policy, I came 
across a letter that my father received on 
May 4, 1929, from the East Jordan Lumber 
Company, at the start of the nation’s Great 
Depression. The letter came about a month 
before my 11th birthday. 

Little did I realize what an effect this 
letter would have on my parents, Harry and 
Mary Saxton. There were five children at 
the time ~ my youngest brother Robert had 
not yet been born - who had to be fed, 
clothed and housed. 

There were no unemployment checks 
ahead, little or no welfare in sight. My 
father had no savings to draw on, in fact, 
little or nothing to look forward to. Yet he 
was not bitter and he treasured the letter. In 
fact, he carried it around in the pocket on 
the bib of his chopped-off overalls (the 
daily uniform of lumberjacks.) He showed 
that letter to everyone who would look at it, 
with pride for a task well done. 

Harry was a proud little man who taught 
his five sons and one daughter the true 
value of the ‘work ethic’ if any man ever 
did. 

How did a family of two adults and six 
children manage to get by the Great De- 
pression following a lay-off letter to the 


head of the household? 


There was no question about it. We were 
poorer than church mice, but my dad not 
only preached the work ethic, he practiced 
it. ; 

Through relatives who lived on a farm, 
my folks somehow purchased a cow, a hog 
and enough chickens to give us sufficient 
eggs. The hogs were boarded out at my 
Uncle Frank’s farm. One of them was ours 
and the other became my uncle’s in pay- 


ment for his keep. We often went out pick- 
_ing strawberries, cherries, huckleberries and 
black berries in season. ;

We would get up early on Sunday morn- 
ing and head for the berry patch, pick until 
noon and return home to see the ball game, 
that being our reward. At the ball park we 
generally met our friends. That was the 
place to be for Harry Saxton and his five 
sons. Our sister stayed home with our 
mother, assisting her with picking over, 
washing, cooking and canning the product 
of our morning endeavor. 

In potato and apple picking time, we 
would pick up the small potatoes and apples 
for free, thus we would have no worry about 
what we would have to eat for the winter 
ahead. I even saw my mom give to those 
who were more destitute than her own 
family. 

When the season of berry picking was 
over, it was time to get the wood to keep 
ourselves warm through the winter months. 
Here is where the idled lumberjack was at 
his best. He notched the bigger trees, then 
my oldest brother Tich used the old back- 
aching cross-cut saw to fall the notched tree 
in the direction that my dad intended. No 
sooner would a fallen tree hit the terra 
firma, when my dad would trim the limbs 
off the body of the trée, giving our three 
younger brothers the task of dragging the 
brush away and piling it up. 

We would then start up my dad’s buzz 
saw rig, cut the wood at the proper length, 
split it, pile it, and haul it into town, using a 
small trailer. 

Never, at any time did I hear any one of 
the Saxton boys ever say, “I’m bored. What 
is there to do around this place anyhow?”

Drums found in woods 


A mushroom picker dis- 
covered two 55-gallon 
drums in the woods west of 
M-66 on Stark Road in 
Chestonia Township May 
27. 

Antrim County Emer- 
gency Services was called 
to the scene, and an envi- 
ronmental pump, several 
feet of hose and a manifold 
system with a water meter 
and filter were also found. 

Emergency Management 
Director Bill Drollinger 
contacted the DNR Pollu- 
tion Emergency Alerting 
System (PEAS) in Gaylord, 
to have the drums analyzed. 

“When I first saw them, I 
thought there would be 


some contamination in the 
area, or that they at least 
posed a contamination 
threat,” he said. 

Upon inspection, the 
DNR and Drollinger deter- 
mined the barrels contained 
activated carbon, a char- 
coal-type substance used for 
filtration, and were not a 
hazard. : 

The Antrim County Sher- 
iff Department determined 
June 5 that the items had 
been stolen from McConnel 
Consulting in Traverse City, 
which apparently had an 
environmental trailer taken 
from a site there. 

Several items stolen from 
the trailer are still missing, 


and the Michigan State Po- 
lice Department is now in- 
vestigating.

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Church earns Historical Designation

Well over a century ago, in 1869, a group of farmers left 
the countryside of Bohemia (Czechoslovakia) to home- 
Stead in America. 

- They settled in the scenic hills of Antrim County, over- 
looking the Jordan River valley. Their new community was 
named Praga, for the Bohemian capital of Prague. 

A strong Catholic faith bonded the immigrants. They 
took turns celebrating mass in their homes, served by a 
traveling priest. 

The growing settlement soon overflowed modest par- 
lors, so the congregation began a formal church structure in 
1885, 

One of the farmers sold an acre lot to the Diocese of 
Grand Rapids for $25. Located at the corner of M-32 and St. 
John’s Road, the frame building was completed in 1890. 
The steeple and bell tower were erected in 1893. 

The names Votruba, Kotalik, Haney and Josifek filled 
the membership rolls of the new church, now under the 
patronage of Saint John Nepomucene. Saint John was a 
court chaplain martyred under King Wenceslaus IV of 
Bohemia in about 1393. 

By 1905, about 50 families shared communion at St. 
John’s. The altar was in place, as were statues of Mary and 
Saint John Nepomucene. The simple, lovely interior looked 
much the same as it does today. 

St. John’s continued to be ministered by traveling priests. 
They came, at various times, from Harbor Springs, Petoskey, 
Eimira, and finally, East Jordan St. Joseph Catholic Church. 
The congregation remains affiliated with St. Joseph today. 

In 1926, fieldstone was added to the original structure. 
This unusual veneer was one of the reasons the church was 
accepted on the Historic Register. It was named a state 
historical site Feb. 18, 1993. 

Now astate plaque has finally been issued for the church, 
and members will celebrate the designation. Visiting dio- 
cese dignitaries will help celebrate the dedication of the 
plaque at services, Sat., June 24, at 6 p.m. 

Many of those present will be descendants of the original 
settlers. This rich ethnic history was another factor that 
brought St. John’s to state historical status.

Source of the Biblical Jordan 


In the book The Master, A Life of Jesus by John Pollock, 
the author tells of the great road Via Maris (meaning “Way 
of the sea” ) and of the steady two-way traffic of camel 
caravans, donkey trains, military detachments, slaves and 
prisoners, and strings of horses. 

This was also the road Saul of Tarsus traveled on his way 
to Damascus before he became the Christian prophet Paul, 


~ On this road, he had murderous intentions and threatened 


slaughter against Jesus’ disciples. We all know the unex- 
pected and wonderful end of that journey, for he accepted 
salvation. Praise the Lord! 

In the high summer of the year A.D. 29, as Jesus, His 
twelve disciples, and a few other followers walked north on 
Via Maris, they could see Mt. Hermon far ahead, with snow 
wedged below the summit despite the summer sun. Its 
coolness beckoned them from the heat which hung around 
the Sea of Galilee. 

At the Ford of Jacob’s Daughters, where Via Maris 
crosses the Jordan, Jesus turned off the Damascus Road 
onto a quieter route along the Upper Galilee high into the 
mountain. They continued mile upon mile through a city 
and the western shores of a small lake where the young 
Jordan River flows after meandering through the marshes. 

Jesus left the main road and they climbed upward. When 
anyone grew tired, Jesus would insist on carrying the other 
person’s burden, although Peter tried to stop Jesus and take 
it himself. When darkness fell, they reached the spot where 
one of the source springs of the Jordan River gushes out of 
the face of a rock. The Greeks called the place Springs of 
Pan, after the god of shepherds. 

Upon waking at dawn, a pagan shepherd came to these 
springs and threw in a votive offering. As the sun rose, the 
city of Caesarea Phillipi could be seen in the distance. The 
city was built by King Herod, and later became the capital 
of Judea. Nearby was seen the white marble temple built by 
Herod to exalt Caesar Augustus. 

So here pagan myth, Roman power and the lost glories of 
Israel were evident, although dwarfed by Mt. Hermon. 
Here, too, is where Jesus began to teach His disciples

It is time to update the fishing report and see just how 
well we anglers have been doing on the waters of our area. 
From what I can see for myself, the fishing has been pretty 
fair — especially walleye and smallmouth bass. 

Almost every lake has reported good catches of walleye 
in our region, including Lakes Charlevoix, Intermediate, 
Bellaire, and Otsego. The best methods have been running 
crawler harness rigs in either chartreuse, orange, or both 
combined in depths of 7 to 12 feet. 

Many lakes are just starting to get some new weed 
growth on them and when the sun comes out it gives two 
things that the walleye likes, shade and oxygen. All warm 
water fish tend to congregate around the weeds at this time 
of year. Weeds offer cover for forage fish and ambush 
opportunities for the game fish. 

The other popular method has been to cast or drift jigs in 
the same colors with half a crawler over the tops of the new 
weeds. The best jig I found is a Whistler Jig from Northland 
Tackle. This jig is different—ithas a little propeller built on 
the jig which gives off better vibrations that the jig and 
crawler alone. 

Another good combination is to run a small safety pin 
spinner attached to the jig. Several anglers have reported 
that leeches are also working well on this same presenta- 
tion. 

The smallmouth are just starting to get into spawning 
season. Most of the fish weighed in at the Michigan 
B.A.S.S. Chapter Federation Tournament in Elk Rapids 
June 10 and 11 were still in a pre-spawn condition. . 

The bronzebacks are doing the same on Lake Charlevoix, 
the lower Antrim Chain, and Intermediate Lake. Many fish 
are coming out of deeper water to build nests for the spawn. 

I wish to commend the Elk Rapids tournament organiz- 
ers. They had a live release boat, and took the fish away 
from the weigh-in site, releasing them in stages along the 
spawning structure of Elk Lake. While many of the fish 
were caught in Torch or other lakes, these fish are very 
adaptable and will still have better than an average chance 
to spawn. At least they are released, and not kept for 


There was a railroad called 
the East Jordan and Southern, 
owned and operated by W.P.

consumption. 

It is really fun to catch these fish when they are up in 
Shallow water and are so aggressive. Smallmouth bass are 
very territorial during the spawning season. 

I strongly urge all of you to practice catch and release at 
this time of year. If you catch a 5-pounder and want to get 
itmounted, nobody is going to frown upon you for that. But 
please remember that these fish may not swim more than a 
quarter mile from where they hatched as fry, making them 
susceptible to over harvesting. 

Wait until after the spawn to keep a few for the table or 
better yet, go catch some walleye or bluegills for the fry 
pan. It is tough to let them go, but we must if we are to keep 
the smallmouth population at its best. 

This area has some of the best smallmouth bass fishing 
in all of North America. Let’s all do our part to keep it that 
way. 

Bluegill and crappie are both reported to be in full swing 
as of June 9. Many people have told me they are getting 
some fine catches on the Upper Chain — especially Six Mile 
Lake for bluegill and Ellsworth Lake for crappie. Other 
lakes to try are Wilson and Benway for gills. If you know 
where to try, you can get some fine-sized crappie on Lake 
Charlevoix. [heard two good reports for bluegill on Thumb 
Lake, June 11. 

The best tactics for gills are either using leaf worms or 
wax worms on small hooks or tiny jigs. Another great 
method is to cast small spiders and poppers on a fly rod. 
Crappie fishing is best with either a pinky jig or a jig and 
minnow combination. 

For browns and brook trout river fishing has been slow 
on the Jordan and Boyne. Some of the feeder streams for 
both of these rivers have been better for brook trout. The 
catches have come from casting small spinners in either 
silver or gold, ahead of a leaf worm. 

You may want to try Springbrook or Cascade Creek in 
our area. Or take a short drive and fish some of the feeder 
streams of the Sturgeon River. The west branch of the 
Sturgeon has been good for more than two weeks, and there

Night fishing on the city dock at East Jordan has been 
good for catfish and walleye. I haven’ t heard just how they 
are taking the fish, but there have been some good fish 
caught over the past week. 

The fishing is pretty good if you want to putin some time. 
Try some different presentations and different spots. Just 
remember that the summer patterns really haven’t set in 
yet, so be versatile in your fishing methods and you won’t 
be coming home skunked. 

Until next time, keep your line in the water and your mind 
on the fish.

We did not see 
one city gent driving a Model T either.

Immigrants “hog” local home

It started with a children’s story called Charlotte’s Web. 
But for Marcy Volante, the main characters aren’t a spider 
named Charlotte and a domestic hog named Wilbur, but 
two potbellied pigs named Wilbur and Charlotte. 

Marcy and husband John are the owners of these unusual 
Vietnamese immigrants. (Vietnamese potbellied pigs have 
only been in the United States for about 10 years.) 

At the time of their “family portrait” (see photo), Wilbur 
was 12 weeks old and weighed 30 pounds, while 10-week- 
old Charlotte weighed just 20 pounds. Like any baby, they 
didn’t stay that way long, though. Still growing, the un- 
usual pets will eventually tip the scales at 60 to 65 pounds, 
about the size of a Labrador retriever. 

But even as infants, the potbellies are having a signifi- 
cant influence on life in the Volante household. 

A 15-year resident of Bellaire, Marcy recently moved to 
the country in East Jordan with John and children Marcy, 
Linda and Mike Downey, so the pigs would have more 
room to roam. 

Fortunately, the mini-porkers adjust well to everything, 
including the Volantes’ other animals — a goat, a Chesa- 
peake Bay retriever, an Australian cattle dog, a Chow-Lab 
mix and a jamb. They are all friends in the household. 

Wilbur and Charlotte are very easy to take care of, Marcy 
said. They are litter-box-trained, and eat pig chow, dog 
food, bread, crackers and fruit. 

The pigs keep themselves clean by swimming in the 
Volantes’ pond, but occasionally they take a roll in the mud 
to keep themselves cool and moisturize their skin. 

Generally, the pigs are naturally clean pets. They do not 
shed, and at bedtime they only require one thing, their 
blankets. 

Chewing — another trait common among babies — is no 
big problem, Marcy said. She just gives the pigs rawhide 
bones and dog biscuits to satisfy their urge to gnaw. 

Unlike other domestic pets that require a variety of 
vaccinations, potbellied pigs need only one vaccination to 
protect against swine disease. 

With more training the pigs eventually will sit, stay, lie 
down and come when called. Marcy said if you own a dog, 
you can own a pig. 

Wilbur and Charlotte were not born in the same litter, so 
Marcy plans to breed them. She expects the pair to produce 
their first babies in the next six months.

Case Backhoe/Loader; authorized Administrator Hughes to screen 
applicants for the City Administrator position with interviews with 
the Commission scheduled for Thursday, June 15, 1995; ratified 
both Police and DPW union employee contracts.

ORDINANCE NO. 154 


AN ORDINANCE TO ESTABLISH 
MONTHLY INTEREST 
CHARGES ON LATE PAYMENT OF TAXES 


~ THE CITY OF EAST JORDAN ORDAINS: 


Section 1. Taxes Due and Payable. 
City taxes shall be due and payable on the first 
day of July of each year. All taxes paid on or 
before the 31st day of July of the same year they 
become due and payable shall be collected with- 
out additional charges. 


Section 2. Interest for Late Payment of 
Taxes. 

If City taxes are not paid on or before the 31st 
day of July as provided in Section 1 above, then 
monthly interest charges shall be added to the 
unpaid balance of City taxes as follows: 

a) On the 1st day of August of the same year 
the City taxes come due and payable, a monthly 
interest charge equal to 2% of the total unpaid 
balance of City taxes shall be added. 

b) On the 1st day of September of the same 
_ year the City taxes become due and payable and 
onthe 1st day of each month thereafter, amonthly 
charge equal to 1% of-the total unpaid balance of 
City taxes shall be added. 


Section 3. Delinquent Taxes. 
On the 1st day of March of each year, the City 
taxes due and payable in the preceding July, plus 
all monthly interest charges assessed under this 
ordinance, shall be considered delinquent and 
payable to the County Treasurer. 


Section 4. Lien. 
All monthly interest charges, assessed under 
this ordinance shail be a lien against the property 
to which the taxes themselves apply and shall be 
collectible in the same manner as the taxes to 
which they are added. 


Section 5. Effective Date 
‘This ordinance shall become effective seven 
(7) days after. si publication.
